These states and territories are 
Colorado, Kansas, Maine, Minnesota, Nebras- 
ka, New Hampshire, Rhode Island and- Ver- 
mont, and Dakota, Idaho, Now Mexico aud 
Washington. No other business was trans- 
acted by the campaign committee. 


The executive committee met upon ad- 


journment of the campaign committee and 
organized by electing Senator Uormatt, chair- 
man, and Kopresenlatlve 1'ost, secretary, 
Senator Kenua and Representatives Stevens

Be It enacted, itc, that any daily or weekly 


newspaper or any association ot dally or 
weekly newspapers published in the United 
State* or any of the teiiltories thereof shall 
bare tbe sole right to print, Issue arid sell for 
tbe ttna of eight hours, dating from tbe 
hour of going to presx, the contents of said 
>i*lly or weekly newspaper and collected 
news ot said newspaper association exceed- 
ing one hundred words. 


SE^UON 3. That for any Infringement of 


the copjilght gianted by the flrst section of 
this act the party injured may sue In any 
court of competent jurisdiction end recover 
iu any proper action damages sustained by 
him from the person mating, the infringe- 
ment, together with costs of suit.

tinguished before the bodies were consumed 
or much damage had resulted.

WAHIIENTON, Va., March 4.—Of the tcrri 


ble tragedy near Delaplalne, this county, Sun- 
day, It seems the attention of neighbors was 
called to tho residence of Jiio. Glascock by 
the appearance of his house being on fire. 
When It was entered and the fire extinguished 
the body of his wife, a son aged 7, baby, and 
child between, were found dead and welter- 
In? In blood from pistol shots, one each In the 
wife and second and third child and three in 
tbe oldest boy. Shortly afterwards a shot was 
beard In the direction of tbe woods a short 
distance nfT and the body of John Glascock 
himself was discovered. The deduction is 
that be murdered his family, reloaded bis re- 
volver, fired his house to conceal the crime 
and-then killed himself as soon as the ex- 
tinguished flretold him his crime n*s revealed. 
He was the son of Thomas Glascoclr, who 
onus more land In Farquler than. any other 
one man. The wife of John Glascock was of 
a mint respectable family. 
Glascock was 


given to drink. It is believed he was crazed 
by liquor. -

Another account sayi neighbors were at- 


tracted by the appearance of flames through 
the windows Sunday'morning. An entrance 
*«s promptly "fFected and tbe firenxtlngulsh- 
ed. On the be* in the- family bedroom, and 
over which coal oil had bssn ponied and then 
knifed, were found the d.«d bodies of Mrs. 
Gia*cock and her Infant son. Tbe latter was 
gir'Uy •"injured by th( fl"m*s. Both had 
been tbot uirongh the hc*d and Mrs. Glas- 
cock in two other p've*- On the floor near the 
burning bed lay tbe oodles ot two other child- 
ren, Rodney and Emily, both shot through the 
heart, tnd tbe foimer shot also twice through 
the body. In t piece of woods overlooking 
the farm house, at t distance of Uute quarters 
of a mile, was found the dead body of the 
husband and father. It appears Glascock 
drove away tbe sei»«nt early Sunday morn- 
ing, murdered the family, poured coal oil over 
the. bed tnd set fire to it, fastened up tbe 
house >nd then went to the cabin of a neigh- 
bor tnd pretented to be In need of a seimnt 
to cook breakfast for himself and family, lie

GOLD AND SILVER. 


Possible Scarcity of Gold Agitating 


Financiers, 


The Silver Dollar and the Part it 


May Play. 


Interviews With New York Bankers 


on trie Question* 


1 hti probable exportation of gold anil Ios» 


ot foreign trade has led to discussion in finan- 
cial circles of tlm possibility ot the govern- 
ment rituuinK short of Kold, and the uccessll} 
ot jraylng out silver. 
Mr. Actou, th» assist- 


ant treasurer of the United States, lately ad- 
dressed an informal inquiry to the president 
of the clearing house as to the effect of the 
government paying its balance In sliver, 
•and 
the 
members who are the heads 


ot the financial institutions In New York 
cltv 
have 
djscutsed 
the 
matter 


freely. Under tbe rules of tbe clearing house, 
thosub-treasury, which Is a member of tbe 
clearing house, would have to give thirty 
dajs notice of its intention of. pa) lug In silver 
certificates, and there Is no doubt in the 
minds of many members whether it can be 
lawfully done, though the law of July, 1882, 
seems to allow it. If the government resorts 
to this it will have the effect of putting gold 
at a premium, and the business of the coun- 
try will be transacted on a silver basis, in- 
stead of gold. 


Our telegraphic report yesterday said that 


mercantile organizations of itaaton and New 
York kod memorialized congress against the 
coinage of the slher dollar aud the Issue of 
silver certificates. Bankers are divided as to 
their opinions on the possible scarcity o 
and its effect on stiver, as appears from Inter- 
views with Jfew York financiers, contained In 
a recent iisue of the-Chicago Inter-Ocean: 


James D> Colgate, of No. 4 Wall /street, 


who has made a long study of the silver 
nuestion, said: "It Is difficult to unders'-nd 
the financial policy of this countrj, In Eng- 
land, when the bank reserves are low and 
there is a'prospect of a Inrca export of prec 
lous metals, the Interest is raised and a check 
Ispirtuponths exports of &t>H «"d t'''» g»"- 
erally results in a reversal of tho oulnarc 
current, thereby refilling the vaults of the 
Bank of England. In tbls country at the 
present moment, when we ore threatened 
with the export of gold, congress is on tbe 
eve of pisMug an act allowing the national 
banks to increase their circulation front 90 
per cent to par on the bonds deposited for 
circulation. This will Increase the piper cir- 
culation full $30,000,000. Why t-liould this 
Infliction be forced upon the people of the 
United, Suites, who have already a super- 
abundant circulation of $700,000,006 of paper? 
Very many look upon all paper U»ues as a 
Bieat financial evil, whereby the property of 
tbe country is unduly inflated aud the pur- 
chasable power of gold and siher greatly re- 
duced. It is a very serious question and one 
worthy of examination, Wl"t right have 
these corporations to Increase *»d contract 
the value of property, to Inflate by over-issues 
or undue contractions the property of every 
individual iu the country without general 
consent.' Tbls is too vast a power to be con- 
fided to corporations who only look to their 
own interesto. 


"Itcoems a popular Idea that the great evil 


lies ib the coinage of silver. Many people 
think that the evil Is deeper than that, which 
is superabundance 
of paper circulation in 


which no Intrinsic value is represented. 
With gold notes and silver notes, each bill 
bos behind it a silver or gold dollar, and the 
bills are simply storage receipts, each one 
being redeemable by a sacred deposit with 
tho government The difference between gold 
aud silver can be characterized by saying 
that the former Is the bankers' »Dd the latter 
the people's money. Gold Is greatly restricted 
In circulation, while silver is universal; «nd 
even in a gold country like England, silver 
perfoiuis larger functions ID purcimMns «"d 
selling .than gold. 
The effort, In 1S74, by 


(iercnauy to demonetize silver, and tho Latin 
union refusing to coin, and the di*-ontmu- 
ance of the free coinage of silver in tbe 
United States, were efforts to make cold the 
unit of value, lnsb">a ot silver, which bas 
existed for the last 4,000 jears. As princi- 
ples always vindicate themselves, this effort 
iu the end will not prove a success. A unit 
of value must bo of a metal which is iu uni- 
versal u^e, am1 notce^Uicted, as is gold. Iho 
use of siver belongs to the entire world, and 
the use ot gold to a few countries, and in 
them to only s few rich Inhabitants. 


A careful survey of the world's production 


ot both gold and silver goes to show, con- 
trary to popular opinion, that the productions 
are not equal to • the wants of the world. 
While that of silver has increased from 40,- 
000,000 to 75,000,000 in the last thirty veaH, 
the production of gold has decreased In the 
same period from iOO.000,000 to about 00,000,- 
000 annually. The increased use of both 
metals in tlio arts, and the further destruction 
by attrition and losses from other causes, have 
become so great and the demands of com- 
merce so enlarttefl-tliat unless now sources of 
supply are discovered great apprehensions 
may be felt for tho future. It does uot seem, 
under these circumstances thUt increasing tho 
volume of paper currency is a vriso measure, 
as It would tend to send so much gold ami 
siUer out of the country, while a wise policy 
would restrict the vdliimeof papej, increasing 
the pmcbasing power of gold and silver, 
therebj retaining the precious metals within 
our country. It has been simestwl that for 
every dollar of gold and. silver coined an 
equivalent amount of greenbacks be destroy 
ed 
Can we In tho present tuncture reduce 


our tariff without a. corresponding reduction 
of m\f paper currency, for tho two seem to go 
together. If wo have a largo paper currency 
wo must have a high protected tariff unless 
wo court a suspension of specl&payments and 
universal bankruptcy."

Thin amount we can pirt with 
advantageously, and Its Inlluence will bo to - 
put up the rataof Interest hbre corresponding 
with that of Europe. - The London rate of 
interest Is nearly twice our rate at present, so 
that tha worst that I anticipate Is A 5 or 0 
per cent rate of Interest here and a 4 per cent 
by the Bank of England.

O. l>. Baldwin, president oCihe Fourth Na- 


tional bank, said : "I think tho Importance of 
the sllverirjuostlon Is i;eu«rally very greatly 
exaggerated. While I recognize thatadil- 
[>ased currency will cause tho bettercurrency 
to disappear Irom general circulation, WH 
must not foru^t that we li\o In a civilized 
community and In civilized tlmi)s; that thH 
commerce of oui country Is of immensely 
larger volume than ou4y a short time ago, and 
that the exchanges between the various coun- 
tries all over the world arp made on it basH 
ot credit founded upon the expectations of 
peace, which. In former times nunld have 
been deemed beyond human expectation. Pa- 
per money Is eminently the circulating me- 
dium for business transactions of a civilized 
aud peaceful community. The great facility 
for communication of Ideas AnJ sentiments 
and negotiation of mercantile matters afford- 
ed by steamer andtelegiaph make the various 
countries almost a unit, so far as money tran- 
sactions are concerned.
